Several hundred rafts, which will have engines installed at one 
end* are anchored in Peihai coast ports and are camouflaged with straw- and 
leaves. The Communists are seeking seamen from the south Kwangtung Chung 
Kua Seamen’s Union for an amphibious operation# 

2. The Communists, under CHMT Keng, are nreuaring communications lines through 
the Lelchou Peninsula and assembling motor junks at South China uorts. 
Communist troons hold daily amphibious oract5 ce in fishing boats off the 
coast between Yan&chiang (111-53* 21-52) and Tieap&i (111-21, 21-28).

6. Prom 20 to 31 January the CHA CHUJ, HAI SHUO and TAI T3AITG patrolled from 
Hstehyangtao { 109-10 # 20-53) and Weichoutao (109—02# 21—03) to Peihal# Anpu# 
Wushih (109-52# 20V33) Harbor and Iduahachiang Harbor. The HaO SHUO damaged 
several Communist craft near Pal Hu 3ha (^ yj/* )***** and the CHA CHID 
damaged two Communist vessels off Anpu* On 31 January the M$X CHUITG- left 
Haikou to patrol the south Kwangtung coast. On a 2-5 February patrol of 
the west coast of Iieiehou the TAI TSAHG destroyed over 60 Communist vessels 
off Kuantouchiao Beach on 4 February. 


?. On 22 January the TOAHG CHIATTG left Hsiuying for a coast and geodetic patrol 
during which it surveyed the east coast of Hainan by way of Puchiea (110-36#
